Ix was trae, ghat for 
the {pace of fourteen years, there had been*no com> 
plaint from India agaiolt Mr Haltings ; bur, he 
would venture to fay, that this was a circuin{tance 
that created my h fa‘pictoa, becaufe it was.hardly 
poflible'for a man to govern fuch an extent of coun+ 
try a8 Mr Hattings had, for fo tong a fpace, with-
